The application has been amended as follows: 

3. Regarding claim 1, "a" has been omitted from the last line of the claim so that the last 
line now reads, - channels and generate, respectively, first and second data outputs. - 

4. Regarding claim 17, the last line of the claim has been amended to read, - channels and 
generate, respectively, first and second data outputs. - The underlined part being the addition to 
the claim. 

5. Regarding claim 24, line 8 of the claim has been amended to read, - concurrently 
despread the multi-rate and fixed-rate channels respectively and generate first and second data 
outputs. - The underlined part being the addition to the claim. 

DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

6. In view of the amendment filed on 6 June 2005, the Examiner withdraws all objections to 
the drawings from the previous Office Action. 
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Specification 

7. The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in accordance with 
37 CFR 1 .52(b)(4).

Reasons for Allowance
